vette, in ag days fromy Bourdeaux ; and tha the news the 
brought is as follows;

had, in a third batzie, defeated the Auftrian troops on the 
Rhiwoe,”----and further, that orders had alfo arrived there by 
the corvette, prohibiting the capture of American veffels.”
